I, — A summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of 


disease  : — 


JANUARY. 


No  fresh  case  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  but  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  same  family,  at 
Droxford,  and  a case  of  Diphtheria  at  Shirrell  Heath,  all  notified  in  December  the  previous 
year,  well  advanced  towards  convalescence. 


FEBRUARY. 

The  District  was  free  from  any  Zymotic  Disease. 

MARCH. 

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  notified,  one  at  Durley,  where  there  was  a foul  ditch  at  the  side  of  the  house, 
notice  was  served  to  clean  out  the  ditch  and  abate  the  nuisance.  The  other  case  at  Bank 
Street,  Bishop’s  Waltham.  No  sanitary  defect. 

Diphtheria. — One  case  notified  at  18,  School  Hill,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham.  The  privy  drain  and 
drain  outside  back  door  were  both  unventilated.  Notice  was  served  to  ventilate  drains. 


APRIL. 

Diphtheria. — Three  cases  notified  at  18,  School  Hill,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  in  the  same  family 
as  the  case  last  month.  The  drains  were  properly  ventilated,  and  the  family  isolated  and 
supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  the  house  fumigated ; there  was  no  further  spread. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  notified  at  Shirrell  Heath.  Pigsties  close  to  house,  in  a filthy  condition. 

Notice  was  served  to  clean  out  pigsties.  The  stools  were  disinfected.  No  further  spread. 

MAY. 

Erysipelas. — One  case  notified  at  West  Street,  Hambledon.  There  was  a collection  of  refuse  near  back 
door.  Notice  served  to  remove  refuse. 
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JUNE. 

Scarlet  Fever.— One  case,  notified  at  No.  1,  Winchester  Road,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham;  the  child 
had  been  staying  at  Southsea  in  the  neighbouring  District,  and  contracted  disease  there. 
The  child  was  isolated,  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  fumigated.  No  further  spread. 

JULY. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  notified  at  Lands  View,  Shirrell  Heath.  Slop  water  thrown  just  outside 
back  door,  wdthin  a few  yards  of  the  well ; privy  cesspit  and  pigsty  in  a filthy  condition. 
Notice  was  served  to  clean  out  ditch  close  to  well,  clean  out  pigsty,  and  to  clean  out  and  fill 
in  privy  cesspit  and  use  a bucket  with  earth  instead.  I analysed  the  water  from  the  well, 
and  found  it  polluted  ; a Magistrate’s  Order  was  applied  for  and  obtained  at  the  Droxford 
Bench  to  close  the  well,  and  a notice  was  served  on  the  owner  to  sink  a new  well,  which 
was  done. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Three  cases  notified  in  the  same  family  at  Row  Ash,  Shedfield.  Boy  went  to  Ports- 
mouth and  contracted  disease,  came  home  and  gave  it  to  his  brother  and  sister.  Isolated, 
supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  fumigated. 

AUGUST. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Six  cases  notified.  Two  at  Row  Ash,  Shedfield,  in  the  same  family  as  last  month. 

One  case  at  Bank  Street,  Bishop’s  Waltham  ; children  down  from  London,  staying  in  the 
house,  probably  brought  infection.  One  case  at  Park  Road,  Avenue  Road,  Newtown, 
Bishop’s  Waltham  ; child  went  to  Emsworth  and  Portsmouth  a day  or  two  before  contracting 
disease,  and  probably  got  infected  there.  Two  cases  at  West  Lodge  Stables,  Newtown, 
Soberton  ; a coachman  from  Bitterne  was  in  the  house  three  days  before,  and  probably 
brought  infection.  Isolated,  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  fumigated. 

Diphtheria. — Five  cases  notified,  four  cases  in  the  same  family  at  Wind  Farm,  Preshaw  ; privies  in  a 
filthy  condition,  and  rain  water  tank  wanted  cleaning  out.  Notice  was  served  to  clean  out 
privy  and  rain  water  tank,  and  a bucket  with  earth  to  be  used  in  the  privy  instead  of 
cesspit.  The  other  case  at  Gregory’s  Lane,  Durley  ; privies  in  a filthy  condition,  and 
drinking  water  from  a well  next  door,  near  which  was  an  ashpit  receiving  slop  water,  and  a 
privy  cesspit  in  sandy  soil ; privies  were  cleaned  out,  ashpit  cleaned  out,  and  water  supply 
altered.  The  cases  were  isolated,  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  fumigated.  No  further 
spread. 

Anthrax. — One  case  notified  at  Westmeon.  A butcher  dres.sed  an  infected  bull  at  Riplington  Farm, 
near  Eastmeon,  in  the  neighbouring  District,  he  had  a cut  on  his  hand  and  contracted 
disease ; he  would  not  go  to  Hospital  at  once,  and  consequently  had  to  have  his  arm 
amputated  at  the  shoulder  joint.  The  authorities  of  the  neighbouring  District  were  notified 
and  took  all  the  necessary  precautions.  There  was  no  further  spread. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Scarlet  Fever. — One  case  notified  at  West  Lodge  Stables,  Newtown,  Soberton,  in  the  same  family  as 
two  of  the  cases  notified  last  month.  Isolated,  supplied  vvith  disinfectants,  and  fumigated. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases  notified,  one  at  Hanger’s  Hill,  Bishop’s  Waltham  ; water  closet  drain  badly 
ventilated,  sink  trap  inside  shed  leading  into  house,  drain  unventilated  and  obstructed 
flowing  into  open  gutter  at  the  back  of  the  house,  cesspool  uncovered  and  unventilated  ; 
notice  was  served  to  put  drains  into  proper  repair  and  ventilate,  to  cover  and  ventilate 
cesspool,  and  clean  out  gutter.  The  other  case  at  Closewood  Farm,  Denmead  ; drains 
unventilated,  rain  water  and  slop  water  running  into  the  same  drain,  and  privy  cesspit  in  a 
filthy  condition  ; notice  was  served  to  properly  construct  and  ventilate  drains,  and  clean  out 
cesspit,  which  was  done.  Isolated,  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  fumigated.  In  the  first 
case  there  was  no  further  spread;  in  the  second,  three  children  in  the  same  house  got  it 
within  a day  or  two. 

OCTOBER. 

Diphtheria. — Five  cases  notified,  three  cases  at  Closewood  Farm,  Denmead,  in  the  same  family  as  one 
of  the  cases  last  month  ; one  case  at  Merritt’s  Farm,  Denmead ; privy  cesspit  in  a filthy 
condition.  Notice  was  served  to  clean  out  cesspit.  The  other  case  at  Barnsbery  House, 
Denmead ; drains  were  unventilated.  Notice  was  served  to  ventilate  drains.  All  the  cases 
were  isolated  ; supplied  with  disinfectants  and  fumigated.  No  further  spread. 

NOVEMBER. 

Erysipelas. — One  case  notified  at  Hoe,  Bishop’s  Waltham.  There  was  an  accumulation  of  refuse  at 
the  back  of  house,  and  privy  was  out  of  repair.  Notice  was  served  to  remove  refuse  and 
repair  privy. 

DECEMBER. 

Erysipelas. — Three  cases  notified,  one  at  Ashton,  Bishop’s  Waltham ; deposit  of  refuse  at  the  back  of 
premises  ; notice  was  served  to  remove  refuse.  One  case  at  Free  Street,  Bishop’s  Waltham  ; 
no  sanitary  defect : and  the  other  case  at  Church  Lane,  Hambledon  ; deposit  of  refuse  at  the 
back  of  premises  ; notice  was  served  to  remove  refuse. 

Diphtheria. — One  case  notified  at  Wolmer  Cottage,  Forest  Road,  Swanmore,  contracted  at  33,  Cresswell 
Road,  Landport,  in  the  neighbouring  district,  where  the  child  had  been  staying ; child  came 
home,  having  had  a sore  throat  for  a fortnight,  with  paralysis  of  the  soft  palate,  and  of 
accommodation.  Notified  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Portsmouth.  The  child  was  isolated  ; 
supplied  with  disinfectants  and  fumigated.  The  father  of  the  child  was  stopped  from  selling 
milk  and  butter,  and  the  sister  from  going  out  dressmaking.  No  further  spread. 
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ZYMOTIC  DISEASE  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Small  Pox. — No  case. 

Measles. — Has  been  very  prevalent  in  the  District  during  the  year.  The  schools  at  Shedfield,  Warnford, 
Newtown,  Soberton,  and  Curdridge  have  had  to  be  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  it. 
No  fatal  case. 

Scarlet  Fever. — One  case  notified  in  June,  at  No.  1,  Winchester  Road,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Walthatni 
contracted  disease  at  Southsea.  Three  cases  notified  in  July,  in  the  same  family,  at  Row 
Ash,  Shedfield,  contracted  at  Portsmouth.  Six  cases  notified  in  August  : two  at  Row  Ash, 
Shedfield,  in  the  same  family  as  the  cases  last  month  ; one  case  at  Bank  Street,  Bishop’s 
Waltham,  children  down  from  London  staying  in  the  house,  probably  brought  infection. 
One  case  at  Park  Road,  Avenue  Road,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  child  went  to  Emsworth 
and  Portsmouth  a day  or  two  before  contracting  disease,  and  probably  got  infected  there. 
Two  cases  at  West  Lodge  Stables,  Newtown,  Soberton;  a coachman  from  Bitterne  was  in  the 
house  three  days  before,  and  probably  brought  infection.  One  case  notified  in  September  at 
West  Lodge  Stables,  Newtown,  Soberton,  in  the  same  family  as  cases  notified  last  month. 
There  were  eleven  cases  in  all  notified  during  the  year ; they  w’ere  all  isolated  in  their  own 
homes.  No  fatal  case. 

Mumps. — Was  not  very  prevalent  during  the  year.  No  fatal  case. 

Diphtheria. — One  case  notified,  at  18,  School  Hill,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  in  March  ; privy  drain 
and  drain  outside  back  door  unventilated  ; had  drains  properly  ventilated.  Three  cases 
notified  in  April,  at  18,  School  Hill,  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  in  the  same  family  as  case 
notified  last  month.  Five  cases  notified  in  August,  four  cases  in  the  same  family,  at  Wind 
Farm,  Preshaw  ; privies  were  in  a filthy  condition,  and  rain  water  tank  wanted  cleaning  out ; 
privies  and  rain  vvater  tank  were  cleaned  out,  aud  buckets,  with  earth,  were  substituted  for 
privy  cesspit.  One  case  at  Gregory’s  Lane,  Durley ; privies  in  a filthy  condition,  and 
drinking  water  from  a well  next  door,  near  which  was  an  ashpit  receiving  slop  water  and  a 
privy  cesspit  in  sandy  soil ; privies  and  ashpit  were  cleaned  out,  and  water  supply  altered. 
Two  cases  notified  in  September,  one  case  at  Hanger’s  Hill,  Bishop’s  Waltham  ; water  closet 
drain  badly  ventilated,  sink  trap  inside  shed  leading  into  house,  drain  unventilated  and 
obstructed,  flowing  into  open  gutter  at  the  back  of  the  house ; cesspool  uncovered  and 
unventilated ; drains  were  put  into  proper  repair  and  ventilated,  and  cesspool  covered 
and  ventilated  and  gutter  cleaned  out.  The  other  case  at  Closewood  Farm,  Denraead  ; 
drains  unventilated,  rain  water  and  slop  water  flowing  into  the  same  drain,  and  privy  cesspit 
in  a filthy  condition  ; drains  were  properly  constructed  and  ventilated  and  cesspit  cleaned 
out.  Five  cases  notified  in  October,  three  cases  at  Closewood  Farm,  Denmead,  in  the  same 
family  as  case  notified  last  month.  One  case  at  Merritt’s  Farm,  Denmead  ; privy  cesspit  in 
a filthy  condition ; cesspit  was  cleaned  out.  The  other  case  at  Barnsbery  House,  Denmead  ; 
drains  unventilated  ; drains  were  properly  ventilated.  One  case  notified  in  December  at 
Wolmer  Cottage,  Forest  Road,  Swanmore ; child  contracted  disease  at  133,  Cresswell  Road, 
Landport,  where  the  child  was  staying,  and  after  having  had  it  for  a fortnight,  came  home 
with  paralysis  of  the  soft  palate  and  accommodation.  Notified  Medical  OfiBcer  of  Health  of 
Portsmouth.  There  were  seventeen  cases  in  all  notified  ; they  were  all  isolated  in  their  own 
homes,  and  there  was  no  further  spread.  Five  fatal  cases. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case,  notified  at  Shirrell  Heath,  in  April ; pigsties  close  to  house  in  a filthy 
condition  ; pigsties  were  cleaned  o>it.  One  case  notified  in  July  at  Landsview,  Shirrell  Heath  ; 
slop  water  thrown  into  ditch,  just  outside  back  door  within  a few  yards  of  well ; privy 
cesspit,  and  pigsty  in  a filthy  condition  ; ditch,  pigsty,  and  privy  cesspit  were  cleaned  out, 
privy  cesspit  filled  in,  and  a bucket  with  earth  substituted,  a Magistrate’s  Order  for  closing 
the  well  was  obtained,  and  a new  well  sunk.  There  were  two  cases  notified  in  all.  One 
fatal  case. 

Diarrhoea. — Was  fairly  prevalent  during  the  year.  Six  fatal  cases. 

Croup. — Very  few  cases  during  the  year.  No  fatal  case. 

Influenza. — Has  been  very  prevalent  during  the  year.  The  Schools  at  Upham  had  to  be  closed  on 
account  of  it,  reducing  the  attendance  sixty-four  per  cent.  Two  fatal  cases. 

Whooping  Gough. — Has  been  fairly  prevalent  during  the  year.  Four  fatal  cases. 

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  notified  in  March,  one  at  Durley,  where  there  was  a foul  ditch  at  the  side  of 
house;  ditch  was  cleaned  out.  The  other  case  at  Bank  Street,  Bishop’s  Waltham;  no 
sanitary  defects.  One  case  notified  in  May  at  West  Street,  Hambledon ; collection  of  refuse 
near  back  door  removed.  One  case  notified  in  November  at  Hoe,  Bishop’s  Waltham  ; 
accumulation  of  refuse  at  the  back  of  house,  and  privy  out  of  repair ; refuse  removed  and 
privy  repaired.  Three  cases  notified  in  December,  one  at  Ashton,  Bishop’s  Waltham ; 
deposit  of  refuse  at  the  back  of  premises  removed.  One  case  at  Free  Street,  Bishop’s 
Waltham,  no  sanitary  defects;  the  other  case  at  Church  Lane,  Hambledon,  deposit  of  refuse 
at  the  back  of  premises  removed.  There  were  seven  cases  in  all  notified.  No  fatal  case. 

Anthrax. — One  case  notified  at  Westmeon.  A butcher  contracted  disease  by  dressing  an  infected  bull. 

Had  to  have  his  arm  amputated  at  the  shoulder  joint.  Contracted  at  Riplington  Farm,  near 
Eastmeon,  in  the  neighbouring  district.  Notified  the  Authorities  of  neighbouring  district, 
who  took  all  the  necessary  precautions.  No  further  spread. 
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II. — An  account  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year : — 

The  House  Accommodation  for  the  Working  Classes  is  fairly  good.  When  houses  become  unfit 
for  habitation  they  are  condemned ; when  dilapidated  notice  is  served  on  the  owners  to  put 
into  proper  repair.  Several  notices  for  dilapidations  were  served,  and  the  woi’k  done.  There 
is  no  supervision  over  the  erection  of  new  houses  beyond  the  owner  having  to  obtain  from 
the  District  Council  a certificate  certifying  the  water  supply  is  good  before  the  house  can  be 
occupied.  The  District  Council  have  no  building  bye-laws. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — A Committee  of  the  District  Council  have  been  considering  several  schemes 
for  the  efificient  drainage  of  Bishop’s  Waltham.  They  have  called  in  the  services  of  several 
engineers,  and  the  District  Council  have  adopted  a scheme  by  Mr.  Weston,  which  I believe 
they  intend  sending  up  to  the  Local  Government  Board.  At  present  in  Bishop’s  Waltham  a 
good  deal  of  the  slop  goes  into  the  surface  water  drains,  and  in  a few  cases  drains  carrying 
sewage  matter  are  connected  with  the  surface  water  drains,  which  empty  into  a brook  running 
through  the  Palace  grounds,  causing  at  times  a good  deal  of  nuisance  to  the  occupants  of 
the  Palace  House,  who  have  complained  about  the  nuisance,  and  the  brook  has  been  cleaned 
by  the  District  Council.  Whether  the  brook  is  a nuisance  or  not  entirely  depends  upon  the 
supply  of  water  runing  in  the  brook ; when  there  is  a shortage  of  water  the  brook  is  a great 
nuisance.  At  Newtown,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  many  of  the  houses  have  cesspools,  but  being 
clay  soil  they  have  to  be  emptied  very  frequently. 

Excrement  Disposal. — The  excrement  in  the  District  generally  is  disposed  of  into  dead  wells  in  the 
better  class  of  houses,  and  in  the  lower  classes  into  privy  cesspits,  earth  closets,  and  buckets, 
which  are  cleaned  out  by  the  tenants  themselves.  Many  cesspits  have  been  done  away  with 
and  earth  closets  and  buckets  substituted.  In  Bishop’s  Waltham,  the  cesspools,  earth  closets, 
and  buckets  are  cleaned  out  by  contract,  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Council,  cess- 
pools on  demand,  earth  closets  and  buckets  twice  a week. 

RemoYal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. — The  house  refuse  throughout  the  main  part  of  the 
District  is  removed  by  certain  men  in  the  several  villages,  and  paid  for  by  the  tenants 
themselves.  In  Bishop’s  Waltham  the  house  refuse  is  removed  by  contract  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  District  Council.  Each  house  has  an  ashbox,  the  man  goes  round  twice  a week 
and  empties  the  boxes,  and  takes  the  refuse  right  away  in  a covered  cart  early  in  the 
morning. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  of  the  District  generally  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the 
houses  in  the  District  have  their  own  well.  The  main  part  of  Bishop’s  Waltham  is  supplied 
by  the  Bishop’s  Waltham  Waterworks  Company,  which  is  obtained  from  wells  sunk  in  the 
chalk.  The  water  is  very  good,  and  free  from  any  danger  of  pollution.  The  water  supply  of 
a good  many  houses  on  Waltham  Chase  is  bad.  The  owners  have  been  served  with  a six 
months’  notice  to  provide  their  tenants  with  a wholesome  supply  of  water,  within  a reasonable 
distance.  Nothing  has  been  done,  except  in  one  case,  where  the  work  is  in  hand.  The 
owners  have  been  served  with  a second  notice  of  one  month.  The  Gosport  Water  Company 
proposed  to  sink  wells,  in  the  Parish  of  Soberton,  and  erect  waterworks  to  supply  Gosport, 
they  applied  to  Parliament,  and  were  opposed  by  some  of  the  landowners  and  the  District 
Council  on  the  grounds  that  it  would  affect  the  water  supply  of  the  neighbourhood.  The 
District  Council  failed,  and  the  bill  was  passed,  and  I believe  the  work  is  shortly  to  be 
started. 


III. — An  account  of  the  enquiries  made  by  such  Officer  as  to  conditions  injurious  to 
health,  existing  in  the  District,  and  of  the  proceedings  relating  to  such  conditions  in  which 
he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  etc. : — 

The  lodging  houses,  slaughter  houses,  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops,  bakehouses,  factories  and 
workshops,  and  offensive  trades,  are  all  visited  periodically  and  kept  in  proper  order. 
Systematic  inspections  of  the  District  are  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Inspector  and 
myself,  as  may  be  necessary  in  particular  localities.  Proceedings  had  to  be  taken  in  two 
cases : — In  one  a man  was  convicted  and  fined  for  allowing  a new  bouse  of  his  to  be  occupied 
without  a water  certificate ; the  other,  a magistrate’s  order  was  applied  for  and  obtained  for 
closing  a polluted  well  at  Shirrell  Heath,  where  there  was  a case  of  Enteric  Fever. 

Nuisances. — Notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  have  all  been  complied  with,  except  eleven,  which 
have  not  expired  yet. 

Water  Analysis. — Fifty-two  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed  by  me,  and  action  taken. 

Methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. — Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  notified  by  the 
medical  attendant,  and  are  at  once  visited  by  me.  The  cases  are  isolated  in  their  own 
homes,  as  there  is  no  Isolation  Hospital.  The  houses  are  disinfected  afterwards.  There  is  a 
diflBculty  in  some  houses,  where  there  are  big  families,  to  properly  isolate  the  children,  with 
the  result  sometimes  several  of  the  family  get  the  disease.  Howerer,  on  the  whole,  disease 
has  not  spread  to  other  houses,  and  we  have  had  no  regular  epidemic. 
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THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901, 

Section  132. 

(1.)  Sanitary  Condition  of  Workshops  and  Workplaces : — 

(a.)  Cleanliness. — In  five  cases  workshops  were  not  kept  in  a cleanly  state.  Notices  were 
served  and  complied  with. 

(6.)  Air  Space. — In  no  case  was  there  any  over-crowding. 

(c.)  Yentilation. — In  no  case  was  there  any  defect  found. 

(d.)  Drainage  of  floors  on  which  wet  processes  are  carried  on. — Satisfactory. 

(e.)  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences. — In  one  case  there 
was  insufficient  privy  accommodation.  Two  notices  were  served,  neither  of  which 
have  been  complied  with ; now  the  District  Council  are  going  to  do  the  work  and  sue 
the  owner  for  the  money. 

(2.)  Special  Sanitary  Regulations  for  Bakehouses. — There  are  no  special  sanitary  regulations 
for  bakehouses,  but  they  are  all  kept  in  a cleanly  state,  and,  where  there  is  any  defective 
drainage,  notice  is  served.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  District. 

(3.)  Home  Work  . — What  home  work  there  is  done  in  the  District  is  very  small,  and  is  done  under 
satisfactory  conditions.  There  has  been  no  case  of  infectious  disease  at  any  workshop  or 
out-workers’  premises. 

(4.)  The  keeping  of  the  lists  of  out-workers  in  certain  branches  of  industry,  which  are 
to  be  furnished  by  Employers ; and  the  transmission  of  the  name  and  place 
of  employment  of  any  such  out-worker,  who  does  not  reside  in  the  District, 
to  the  Council  of  the  District  in  which  he  works. — A list  of  out-workers  is  kept 
by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  if  there  is  an  out- worker  who  does  not  reside  in  the 
District,  the  name  and  place  of  employment  is  transmitted  to  the  Council  of  the  District 
in  which  he  works.  There  has  been  no  case  of  out-workers  in  other  Districts,  employed  by 
people  in  this  District. 

(5.)  The  keeping  of  a Register  of  Workshops. — A register  of  workshops  is  kept  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances.  There  are  seventy-two  workshops  on  the  register. 


lY. — Tabular  Statements  of  Sickness  and  Mortality  within  the  District,  classified 
according  to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities  : — 

Table  I gives  Vital  Statistics  of  the  whole  District  for  the  year  1904  and  previous  years. 

Table  II  gives  Vital  Statistics  of  the  separate  Localities  for  the  year  1904  and  previous  years. 

Table  III  gives  the  cases  of  infectious  disease,  notified  during  the  year  1904,  in  the  whole  District 
and  separate  Localities. 

Table  IV  gives  the  causes  of,  and  ages  at  death,  during  the  year  1904,  in  the  whole  District  and 
separate  Localities. 

I calculate  the  Death  Rate  at  14’8  per  1000,  which  is  somewhat  higher  than  usual ; the 
number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  is  considerably  higher  than  usual.  The  Infant  Death 
Rate,  under  one  year  of  age,  I calculate  at  90’ 5 per  1000  births  registered,  which  is  about 
the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

I enclose  a copy  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances’  Report,  giving  an  accoimt  of  his 
work  during  the  year,  which  has  been  performed  satisfactorily.
